London, J anuary 3— The big Glas- 
cow steamer Glengyle has been tor­ 
pedoed and sunk, it was announced 
today. 
Ex cepting t he Lusitania and 
Arabia, it is the largest submarine 
victim of the war. 
The first dispatches received here 
said that about 100 survivors have 
been picked up. 
The Glengyle displaced 9 ,000 tons 
and presumably carried a large crew. 
It is believed that lives have been lost. 
It w a s 
sunk in the Mediterranean 
while enroute from the far East to 
Italian ports. 
News of the sinking reached here 
while 
the 
admiralty 
was 
bending 
every' effort to learn more of the de­ 
tails of the sinking of the British 
liner Persia with a loss of about 250 
lives. 
A moment later came word that the 
J apanese steamer Kenkon Maru had 
been torpedoed. The crew w’as saved. 
The Glengyle was a new steamer. 
She w’as built in 19 14 at Newcastle. 
She was 500 feet long and had a 
6 2-foot beam.

FACE CONGRESS 


Foreign Complications Are to 


Be Considered. 


MUCH GENERAL LEGISLATION 


Washing ton, Jan. 3.—With no in­ 
formation at hand to show th at 247 
p ersons, including United States Can- 
sul Robert N. McNeely , p robably lost 
their liv es when the British liner 
Persia w’as sunk in the eastern Medi­ 
terranean, the hands of the state de­ 
p artment are temp orarily tied. 
Unless more detailed and p ositiv e 
information is obtained as to the cir­ 
cumstances of the attack, one of the 
hig hest officials of the state dep art­ 
ment admitted 
that 
the 
American 
g ov ernment may nev er be in a p osi­ 
tion to demand an accounting . 
Thus far on two essential p oints 
the facts are lacking . 
It rem ains to 
be determined, they p oint out: First 
— W hether the Persia was attacked 
by a submarine or struck a mine. 
Second—If attacked by a submarine, 
whether the attacking craft was a 
German, 
Austrian or Turkish 
sub­ 
marine of any other nationality . 
Until definite information is ob­ 
tained on these p oints, declared offi­ 
cials, the American g ov ernment must 
bid its time and await fuller rep orts 
from Consul G arrett at Alex andria, 
who has been directed to g et as many 
sworn statem ents as p ossible from 
surv iv ors. 
The first rep ort from Gar­ 
rett was brief, but g rap hic.

Volum e of Business Handled In 1915 
by Co-operative Marketing A ssocia­ 
tions W as $1,400,000,000— Great P ro g ­ 
ress Has Been Made, but There Is 
Room For Further Improvements. 


The advantages of co-operation in the 
«ale of farm products are emphasized 
in the annual report of the otiice of 
m arkets and rural organization of the 
departm ent of agriculture, just pub­ 
lished. 
“The conclusion seems w arranted,” 
says the report, “that in com m unities 
where co-o; oration is practically ap­ 
plied to the farm ers' business the re 
suits obtained are far more satisfac­ 
tory than those secured by individual 
m ethods.” 
It is estim ated th at farm ers’ eo-oper 
ative m arketing and purchasing organ­ 
izations transacted in 1013 a total bust 
ness am ounting to more than $1.400,- 
000,000. 
A gricultural co-operation in 
the U nited States is therefore far more 
prevalent than is generally believed, 
but it is not yet on a sufficiently strong 
business basis. 
For this reason the otiice of m arkets 
has studied the various m ethods em 
ployed by these associations ami lias 
worked to devise m eans by which these 
m ethods can be perfected The studies 
also have included the prevailing m eth­ 
ods of m arketing [»erishable products, 
cotton, grain, cotton seed, live stock an ! 
anim al products. 


Seeking Direct Outlets. 
Studies have been also m ade of city 
m arkets itt order to secure inform ation 
which may open up outlets for farm 
products, in this connection the report 
calls attention 
to the experim ental 
work in distributing timely m arket in 
form ation concerning perishable prod 
ucts. 
An effort has been m ade to keep pro­ 
ducers inform ed of arrivals anti condi 
tions in the large m arkets and on the 
other hand to keep dealers Informed of 
shipm ents from the im portant produc­ 
tion sections.

tom atoes and cantaloupes were the 
crops covered in this way during the 
past season.

m arkets have 
been prevented to some extent, total 
shipm ents have been greater, and large 
bodies of grow ers have received accu­ 
ra te inform ation concerning conditions 
in com peting producing areas and dis 
ta n t m arkets.

1915 «Good Year For Churches 


In America. 


EVERY GREED SHOWS GAINS 


W ar Tragedy Is Credited With T urn­ 
ing 
Men’s 
Minds 
to 
Contemplate 
Serious 
Things 
of 
Life— Financial 
Support and Literature Keep Pace 
With the Professions of Faith. 


Religion, despite the war or b ecause 
of the war, made extraordinary prog­ 
ress in this country 
and 
through­ 
out the world in the year 1915. Al­ 
though the churches entered upon the 
year much discouraged on account of 
the disturb ance of material things, 
they hav e b een making steady gains. 
Some analysts of the situation hold 
that the minds of meu are turned b y 
the tragedies of the trenches and the 
b attle fronts to consider life from a 
more serious point of v iew. 
The year 
1916 opens with the hopes of religious 
leaders fixed on still greater fruition 
for their work. 
Statistics now at hand from the prin­ 
cipal religious b odies in the United 
States show an increase of 780,000 in a 
total of 
nine 
large 
denominations, 
which were credited with hav ing 33.- 
800,000 communicants out of the grand 
total of 38,725,009 reponed for last 
year. 
When the complete figures are 
compiled in Feb ruary it is b eliev ed 
that the same sub stantial rate of in­ 
crease will b e shown. The indisations 
are that smaller organizations are 
making relutiv e progress. 
The Presb yterian church has gained 
a larger numb er of new memb ers than 
in any year in its history. 
The gains 
of other churches for 1915 ure: Catho­ 
lics, 242,000; Baptists. 145,000; Metho­ 
dists. 104,000; Lutherans, 60,000; Dis­ 
ciples, 50,000, and Episcopalians. 26.- 
000. These figures would indicate that 
of the more than 100.000,000 inhab it­ 
ants of the United States i>b out 40.- 
000,000 hav e church memb ership. 
Laity Has Qeen Most Activ e, 
it is asserted that one factor in this 
growth on the Protestant side is due 
to the dev elopment of v arious activ i­ 
ties among the laity, such as the lay­ 
men’s missionary mov ement and v ari­ 
ous efficiency organizations in which 
the 
memb ers 
themselv es 
help the 
dergy in surv eys and canv assing. 
Contrib utions for missions to the 
v arious denominations hav e b een un­ 
usually large. 
The Protestant Episco­ 
pal church has raised $20,000,060 for 
its work and exceeded its missionary 
apportionment. 
The Methodists pass­ 
ed the amount w'hich they hoped to 
raise b y $105,000. 
The Roman Catho­ 
lics hav e b een successful in ob taining 
ab undant funds, and they hav e re­ 
cently started to raise $500,000 for a 
headquarters of the Knights of Co­ 
lumb us in New York city. 
Benev olences to the war sufferers, to 


Christian associations, the Salv ation 
Army and other agencies hav e b een 
v ery large. 
The Jews hav e recently 
started a mov ement to raise funds for 
those of their race in war stricken 
lands. 
Roman Catholics hav e shown growth 
in influence and under the new pope 
hav e increased their power in v arious 
Luropean 
countries, including 
Eng­ 
land. 
Most of the religious faiths are free 
from controv ersy. 
The Episcopalians 
are deb ating still the question as to 
whether or not their b oard of missions 
should hav e v oted to send delegates 
to the Panama congress on religious 
work. 
The Presb yterians are still 
struggling with the perennial prob lem 
of the orthodoxy of the Union Theo­ 
logical seminary. New York. 
The literary output of the religious 
organizations has b een unusually large. 
The printing of Bib les was the larg­ 
est in the history of the world. Ameri­ 
can pub lishers, in part b ecause of the 
war, hav e ev en b een selling copies of 
the Scriptures in England. The Amer­ 
ican and British Foreign Bib le socie­ 
ties in 1915 distrib uted the largest 
numb er of copies of Holy Writ in their 
existence. 
The output of b ooks on general re­ 
ligious sub jects written b y b oth clergy­ 
men and the dev out laity has b een un­ 
usually large. 
There has also b een a 
notab le increase in the production of 
religious musical works. 


MAKE QUARTZ GLASS H ER E. 


Another New Industry Added as Re­ 
sult o f European War. 
The United States has gained a new 
Industry as a result of the war. It b e­ 
ing the manufacture of quartz glass, 
which is used in the making of cruei- 
nlex. test tub es, retorts and other v es­ 
sels used in lab oratories. 
It is imper­ 
v ious to acids and heat and is said to 
i>e the only known sub stitute for plati­ 
num. which makes it generally v alua­ 
b le to the chemical industry. 
It is 
also used in the arts. 
The glass was formerly made only 
b i Germany and has sold freely here 
in spite of a high tariff. 
It is made 
of a peculiar sand that is found only 
hi Neb raska, this sand hav ing hereto­ 
fore b een exported to Germany and 
then returned to this country in the 
finished product. The glass is now b e­ 
ing made in this country in the opaque 
as well as the transparent and semi­ 
transparent state.

Purpose of His Visit Eager to Meet 
Him. 


With epidemics of grip— the old fash­ 
ioned “influenza" our grandmothers 
knew—reported in v arious parts of the 
United States and others threatened, 
the ab ov e “red flag” warnings were 
giv en b y Dr. W. C. Rucker, assistant 
surgeon general of the United States 
pub lic health serv ice. 
“Grip is not to b e sneezed at,” I)r. 
Rucker said. 
“Latest statistics show 
it causes the death of 12,200 persons 
annually in the United States. Right 
now is the middle of the grip season. 
It b egins In Nov emb er, with the ad­ 
v ent of cold weather, closed windows 
and doors and hot furnaces, and at­ 
tains its maximum in Feb ruary aud 
early March. 
“We must keep up our physical de­ 
fenses, our preparedness, agaiust this 
germ disease. The b est preparedness 
is fresh air, outdoor sleeping aud 
plenty of outdoor exercise. Sneezing, 
coughing and expectoration are the 
principal modes of transmission, from 
secretions of the mouth and nose. 
“Children’s games spread the grip. 
Kissing b etween Infected aud nonin- 
fected 
persons 
should 
b e av oided. 
Guard 
against 
b eing 
sneezed 
or 
coughed at or ui>on. Isolation of in­ 
fected persons, if possib le, and av oid­ 
ance of towels or other articles they 
may touch to their hands, mouths or 
noses should b e ob serv ed. 
Poor Ventilation Chief Cause. 
“Ov erheated, poorly v entilated houses 
and offices and lack of exercise are the 
chief causes of the disease.” 
Dr. Rucker said medical records show 
grip is an old human foe. The first epi­ 
demic was recorded in 1173, and the 
first in the western hemisphere in 1627, 
in Massachusetts, spreading as far 
south as Chile. One freak and unsolv ed 
feature of grip epidemics Is that they 
trav el east to west In a community. 
The b ureau of v ital statistics in Phila­ 
delphia issued 6oO b urial permits dur­ 
ing the three days, the majority of the 
deaths b eing due directly or indirectly 
to la grippe. This is more than doub le 
the ordinary death rate. 
It is estimated that nearly 15,000 
persons in Philadelphia alone are suf­ 
fering with the disease. 
Attendance 
at all the pub lic schools has b een 
greatly reduced, and In sev eral sections 
of the state schools and colleges hav e 
b een forced to close. 
Girls of Chicago hav e formed a club , 
and all hav e sworn to uphold this 
pledge: 
“We, the undersigned memb ers of 
the Anti-kissing club of Chicago, 
hereb y promise to refrain from os­ 
culation until the present epidemic 
of influenza is declared at an end.” 
“We do not want it understood we 
are suffering a hardship,” explained 
Louise Brenuan, president, who is coy 
and demure. 
“We are merely cam­ 
paigning for health.” 
What of the Husb and? 
"If a prospectiv e husb and doesn’t 
think enough of b is fiancee to forego 
kissing,” v entured another memb er, 
“he should keep right on going. 
1 
think Dr. Rob ertson is entirely correct 
in adv ising against kissing, and w’e are 
willing to ab ide b y the rules and do 
what we can to end the epidemic—of 
colds, not kissing.” 
The young women w’ould not explain 
what will b e the penalty if a memb er 
b reaks her pledge. 
“The punishment will not b e suspen­ 
sion,” said Miss Graef, “for that would 
mean too great a lib erty for the mem­ 
b er suspended. On the other hand, if a 
memb er is caught kissing she will not 
b e permitted to withdraw from the 
club , b ut will b e v isited with a per 
fectly dreadful punishment.”

“If the Germans can see you they 
can hit yon,” Thaw' said. 
“The ouly 
way to keep out of their range Is b y 
flying high.” 
They agreed on the b est working al­ 
titude to fly as ab out 12,000 feet. 
At 
that height they were ab le to b oth raid 
and ob serv e. 
Much of their recent fly­ 
ing was done at night 
They said the three principal duties 
they had to perform were reconnoiter- 
ing, raiding and directing the French 
artillery Are, ranking in Importance in 
the order named. 
The av enge length 
of their flights w'ere from one to fiv e 
hours. 


Colonel Edward Mandell House is off 
for Europe for a v isit of six weeks or 
two months in London, Paris and Ber­ 
lin. 
He goes as the representativ e of 
Presklent Wilson, aud as such he will 
v isit b oth the American emb assies in 
those cities and the statesmen at the 
head of affairs in all three nations. 
Many reports hav e b een printed con­ 
cerning the ob ject of his trip, b ut the 
follow ing facts are said to b e most au­ 
thentic: 
Colonel House’s mission hss only one 
purpose, and It is not to sound the na­ 
tions on the sub ject of peace, to inter­ 
fere in w hatev er b ickerings there may 
b e among American diplomats, to stir 
up the Lusitania case or to do any of 
the v arious things with which he has 
b een credited. Ills mission is the first 
step in an attem pt at a b etter and clos­ 
er understanding b etween the Euro­ 
pean nations and this country, to the 
end that misapprehension of our atti­ 
tude and v iews and actions may lie 
measurab ly av oided in the future.

Conditions Same In England. 
W hat is true of Germany is true in a 
different tv ay of the allied powers, in 
! spite of the fact that they hav e greater 
freedom of communication than the 
fortune of war has giv en to Germany 
Not from our amb assadors can they 
get the full American v iewpoint, b e­ 
cause our amb assadors are themselv es 
I out of touch with what is going on 
! here and with the fluctuations and 
j changes in American sentiment neces­ 
sarily produce« l b y the constantly shift­ 
ing ev ents of the war. 
In the dispatch already quoted the 
author spoke of what could he done if 
: there could he “ail exchange b etween 
the at once high and special powers.” 
The mission of Colonel House comes as 
near b eing that as is possib le. 
There 
cannot v ery well b e a conv ersation b e­ 
tween the president and the kaiser, b ut 
Colonel House’s v isit to the German 
foreign office will b e the next thing 
to It. 
It Is important, howev er, to keep 
clear from the idea that Germany is 
the special ob ject of Colonel House’s 
journey. It Is nothing of the kind, and 
it would he well wMthin b ounds to say 
that his v isit to London and to Paris is 
ev en more important in the president’s 
mind than that to Berlin in the way of 
giv ing needed Information and setting 
the scenes right for future dealings. 
Not to Reprimand Diplomats. 
All reports that Colonel House Is go­ 
ing ab road to reprimand amb assadors 
for alleged failings are made out of 
whole cloth. 
The president does not 
regard it as due to any fault of these 
diplomats that they are out of touch 
with feeling In their own country. 
It 
is, he holds, the uatural and inev itab le 
result of their b eing away from the 
place w here that feeling exists and du« > 
to no other cause. Ev en a month’s ab ­ 
sence makes a man lose touch, and 
these amb assadors hav e b een away 
from one to two years. 
Colonel House himself has lieen heard 
to say that w hen he last went ab road 
he stayed four months and was aston­ 
ished on Iiis return to find that he had 
himself grown out of touch with Amer­ 
ican feeling, and this is the reason why 
he has determined to make a shorter 
stay this time. He Intends to stay only 
six weeks and certainly will not stay 
longer than two months. 
If ev en he 
noticed tins difference In himself in so 
short a stay as four mouths the presi­ 
dent b eliev es that no amb assador is 
b lamew’orthy for showing the effects of 
the same thing after an ab sence of two 
years

Computations b y state departm ent 
officials show that the 5 cents a mile

Cost of transportation and 
sub sistence of an officer transferred 
from W ashington to Hongkong, for 
himself and wife. $820.50. 
The gov ­ 
ernment reimb ursed him $587.80; per­ 
sonal loss, $232.70. 
Officer and wife 
transferred from London to Naples: 
Transportation and sub sistence cost 
them $200; gov ernment 
reimb ursed 
them $67.65: from Naples to Gothen­ 
b urg. cost $283; gov ernment reimb urs­ 
ed them $95.85. 
In none of these cases 
was cost of transporting household ef­ 
fects included. 
Secretary Lansing says that these of­ 
ficers eompete with sim ilar officers of 
other gov ernments which pay the en­ 
tire expenses; that nav al officers get 
8 cents a mile in the United States and 
actual expense» ab road, and senators 
and representativ es get 20 cents a mile 
each way. 
The state departm ent recommenda­ 
tion is to accord with the practice of 
nearly ev ery other first class gov ern­ 
ment so as to allow’ actual transporta­ 
tion and sub sistence expenses for dip­ 
lomats and consuls and their families, 
together with their household effects.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS 


GROWING IN POPULARITY. 


posit; 22,000 Are Foreign Born. 


Thirty thousand depositors in United 
States postal savings banks have ac­ 
counts of $500 each, which is the larg­ 
est amount under the present law that 
can be accepted from one person. 
Of 
this total 22,000 are foreign born. The 
percentage of foreign born depositors Is 
72 per cent 
The growth of the postal savings 
system for the year is shown to have 
been the largest in its history, both in 
number of depositors and amount de­ 
posited. On June 30, 1915, there were 
525,111 depositors having to their cred­ 
it $05,68 4,708 , an increase of about 137,- 
000 individual depositors and over $22,- 
000,000 deposits. 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Dockery in his report discussed in de­ 
tail the effect of the European war oa 
postal receipts, showing that after a 
surplus of $3,8 )0,000 for 1913 and $3,- 
500,000 for 1914 there was a slump iu 
the fiscal year 1915. 
The deficit for 
the last year was $11,333,308 . 
“Poise 
has been regained.” says the official. 
“Postal receipts responded quickly and 
have been climbing in step with In­ 
creasing prosperity 
and commercial 
activity throughout the country.” 
The money order service felt the de­ 
moralizing effects of the war along 
with the general postal receipts, and 
the international business necessarily 
continues to suffer. The domestic mon­ 
ey order business, however, responded 
quickly to improving conditions until 
the quarter ended June 30, 1915, show­ 
ed u substantial increase over the cor­ 
responding period in 1914. There were 
10S.127.S68 money orders issued during 
the year for $716,9 11,208 . 
Payment of domestic money orders 
at any money order office in the Unit­ 
ed States, irrespective of the office on 
which drawn—a procedure installed 
July 1, 1914—is shown to have been 
highly approved by the public and to 
have contributed materially to the use­ 
fulness of the system. 
Nearly 53.000,000 pieces of mail were 
registered, insured or sent “collect ou 
delivery" during the year, 
a marked 
increase 
over 
the 
preceding 
year. 
More than 18 ,000,000 parcels were in­ 
sured, in addition to about 
5,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
packages that were sent “collect on 
delivery." which automatically includes 
insurance, a gain of 35 per cent 
over 
1914.
